- OPEN THE BATTERY DOOR AND INSERT 4 PCS "D-CELL" (UM-1 /R20TYPE) 
BATTERIES. PLEASE OBSERVE THE CORRECT BATTERY POLARITIESOR 
THE SET WILL NOT WORK. 

- IMPORTANT: WHEN THE SET IS ONLY BEING USED WITH AC POWER OR

AC OPERATION
